Surgical    Instrument    Standardisation. — 

:The  secretary  of  the  Federation  of  Surgical 
Instrument  Manufacturers  announces  that 
work  is  being  done  by  the  Federation  in 
connexion  with  proposals  for  the  standard- 
isation of  surgical  equipment. 

Gifts  of  Rationed  Goods. — The  Minister 
of  Food  has  made  an  Order  extending  to 
soap  the  permission  for  a  person  to  supply, 
by  way  of  a  gift,  any  foodstuff  obtained 
from  a  retailer  by  means  of  a  ration  docu- 
ment. Gifts  of  home-made  chocolate, 
chocolate  confectionery,  and  sugar  confec- 
tionery have  also  been  made  permissible. 
The  Ortier  came  into  operation  on  June  12, 

Food  Standards  Amending  Order. — The 

Minister  of  Food  has  issued  an  amending 
Order  (S.  R.  &  O.,  1944,  No.  654)  to  the 
Food  Standards  (General  Provisions)  Order 
(S.  R.  &  O.,  1944,  No.  42)  in  order  to  make 
it  clear  that  where  standards  are  prescribed 
they  shall  apply  only  (a)  where  the  food 
sold  is  so  described  as  to  lead  an  intending 
purchaser  to  believe  that  he  is  getting  food 


of  a  kind  for  which  a  standard  is  prescribed  ; 
and  {b)  where  the  food  is  sold  in  response  to 
a  request  for  food  of  a  kind  for  which  a 
standard  is  prescribed. 

Reduced  Tax  on  Toilet  Soap  Substitutes.— 

Under  the  Purchase  Tax  (Alteration  of 
Rates)  (No.  i)  Order,  1944,  the  Treasurj^  has 
reduced  to  33|-  per  cent,  of  the  wholesale 
value  the  rate  of  purchase  tax  chargeable 
on  soap  substitutes  made  up  for  sale  as 
substitutes  for  toilet  soap.  The  Order 
applies  to  goods  delivered  on  sale  or  appro- 
priated to  retail  trade  or  similar  purposes 
on  or  after  June  17  or,  where  the  chargeable 
purchase  is  that  of  an  importer,  to  goods 
entered  for  home  use  on  or  after  that  date. 
The  Order  involves  the  addition  of  a  note 
to  this  effect  to  Notice  No.  78. 

Toilet  Preparations  Control. — The  Board 
of  Trade  has  issued  a  list  of  amendments  to 
the  Toilet  Preparations  Register.  Copies 
of  the  new  list  are  available  from  H.M. 
Stationery  Office,  London,  W.C.2,  price 
one  penny.  The  value  of  licences  issued  to 
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manufacturers  whose  names  are  entered  in 
the  Toilet  Preparations  Register,  which 
permits  the  manufacture  and  supply  of 
goods  controlled  under  the  Toilet  Prepara- 
tions (No.  3)  Order,  1943,  as  amended  by 
the  Toilet  Preparations  (No.  4)  Order,  1943, 
will  normally  be  calculated,  during  the  six 
months  beginning  July  i,  at  the  following 
rates :  For  registered  manufacturers  par- 
ticipating in  approved  concentration 
schemes,  37I;  per  cent.  ;  for  registered  manu- 
facturers not  participating  in  approved 
concentration  schemes,  i6f  per  cent.  No 
registered  manufacturer  will,  however, 
receive  a  licence  for  less  than  ^250.  The 
standard  period  on  which  these  values  will 
be  based  remains  the  year  ended  May  31, 
1940.  Manufacturers  are  reminded  that 
they  may  not  supply  for  home  trade  pur- 
poses controlled  goods  of  any  description 
not  specified  in  the  schedule  to  their  licence! 
Controlled  goods  may  only  be  supplied  in 
containers  of  a  size  specified  in  the  licence, 
unless  supplies  in  bulk  are  expressly  per- 
mitted. The  value  given  in  the  schedule 
to  the  licence  in  relation  to  each  item  of 
controlled  goods  is  the  minimum  value 
which  can  be  counted  against  the  licence  in 
respect  of  those  goods.  Manufacture  may 
take  place  only  at  the  premises  named  in 
the  licence.

mployment  Policy  " 

The  White  Paper  on  employment  poHcy 
625)  has  had  what  is  known  as  a  good 
ess.   Your  description  of  it  as  "in  many 
spects  the  most  important"  of  the  current 
vernment  publications  dealing  with  post- 
ar  subjects  will,  it  is  to  be  hoped,  lead 
any  of  5''our  readers  to  study  its  contents 
refuUy.   They  will  most  likely  find  that 
the  course  of  the  survey  their  own  prob- 
ms  receive  mention  ;  they  will  thus  obtain 
useful  idea  of  "how  the  land  lies."  The 
aiding  principles  of  official  policy  in  main- 
lining total  expenditure  are  set  forth  in 
*aragraph  48.  It  reads  :  "{a)  To  avoid  an 
nfavourable  foreign  balance,  we  must  ex- 
ort  much  more  than  we  did  before  the  war. 
b)  Everything  possible  must  be  done  to 
imit  dangerous  swings  in  expenditure  on 
)rivate  investment.  .  .  .  (c)  Public  invest- 
nent  .  .  .  must  be  carefully  planned  to 
)ffset  unavoidable  fluctuatioijs  in  private 
nvestment.  {d)  We  must  be  ready  to  check 
md  "reverse  the  decline  in  expenditure  on 
consumers'  goods  which  normally  follows 
is  a  secondary  reaction  to  a  falling  off  in 
private  investment."    Plans  for  attaining 
this  objective  are  described  in  Chapter  V 
3f  the  White  Paper,  comprising  twenty- 
three  sections.   We  may  presume  that  the 
Treasury  and  its  advisers  have  guided  the 
formulation  of  these  plans. 

Assistance  and  Control 

The  lines  on  which  Government  depart- 
ments are  planning  may  be  illustrated  by 
Ithe  proposals  for  assistance  in  starting  or 
jrestarting  commercial  enterprises.  In  Chap- 
ter III  it  is  promised  that,  to  the  extent  to 
which  existing  factory  buildings  are  in- 
sufficient for  "a  proper  balance  of  industry 
in  the-'development  areas,"  the  Government 
will  give  priority  to  these  areas  in  granting 
building  licences  for  factories.  "Smaller 
firm.s"  will  be  considered  in  this  connexion; 
and,  where  "good  prospects  of  success  on  a 
commercial  basis"  are  deemed  to  exist, 
facilities  for  loans  "and,  where  necessary, 
share  capital"  will  be  provided.  On  turn- 
ing to  Chapter  VI  we  find  that  this  policy  is 
to  involve  a  measure  of  statistical  control. 
Briefly  summarised.  Paragraphs  81-83 
state  that  a  small  central  staff  is  to  be  set 
up  for  the  purpose  of  measuring  and 
analysing  economic  '  trends.  To  this  end, 
continues  the  statement,  it  is  considered 
vital  for  the  Government  to  obtain,  "more 
fully  and  much  more  quickly  than  ...  in 
the  past,  exact  quantitative  information 


about  current  economic  movements."  In- 
dustry, and  only  industry,  can  provide  the 
statistical  data  required :  industry  is  ac- 
cordingly asked  to  co-operate  with  White- 
ball  in  this  new  handling  of  the  economic 
situations  that  may  arise.  Any  such  pro- 
posals from  this  source  will  necessarily  re- 
ceive full  consideration  by  industrialists. 
In  the  passage  just  referred  to,  five  "prin- 
cipal" classes  of  statistics  are  indicated: 
the  question  must  be  asked  whether  these 
are,  in  fact,  classes  of  statistics  that  should 
be  handed  out  at  regular  intervals  to  one  or 
more  Government  departments.  Chambers' 
of  commerce  will  no  doubt  express  their 
views  on  this  and  other  aspects  of  the 
White  Paper  in  due  course. 

At  Leeds  in  the  'Sixties 

The  twenty-first  anniversary  celebration 
of  the  Leeds  Branch  of  the  Pharmaceutical 
Society  (p.  619)  must  have  evoked,  in  some 
of  its  older  members,  reminiscences  of  the 
Leeds  Chemists'  Association.  It  would  be 
of  interest  to  know  whether  anyone  now 
living  remembers  the  inauguration  of  the 
Association  on  December  22,  1862.  At  the 
first  monthly  meeting,  held  in  the  following 
January,  the  president,  Mr.  Thomas  Harvey, 
referred  to  "the  necessity  for  association 
which  must  be  felt"  by  those  engaged  in 
their  calling — one  of  several  timely  observa- 
tions. Within  twelve  months,  fifty-three 
members  and  fifty-six  associates  were  en- 
rolled. By  the  end  of  1864,  as  the  C.  &^  D. 
records,  another  president,  Mr.  Haigh,  was 
able  to  congratulate  the  Association  on 
being  firmly  established.  The  formation  of 
opinions  in  a  collective  capacity  was,  he 
said,  important  in  view  of  the  prevalent 
disposition  "to  alter  existing  regulations 
of  all  kinds,"  a  disposition  which,  he  com- 
mented, could  be  carried  too  far.  The  first 
British  Pharmacopoeia,  then  newly  pub- 
lished, received  Mr.  Haigh's  qualified  ap- 
proval; he  hoped  it  would  "  never  be  sub- 
ject to  any  'revolutionary  assaults."  Re- 
ferring to  an  epidemic  of  influenza  that  had 
occurred  some  years  previously,  he  men- 
tioned that  so  great  was  the  demand  for 
tinctura  camphora?  composita  that  "there 
was  not  time  to  prepare  it  in  the  ordinary 
way":  it  was  made  "in  a  few  minutes" 
by  taking  tincture  of  opium  as  the  first 
ingredient.  Those  whose  pharmaceutical 
memories  do  not  go  beyond  1898  may  be 
unaware  that  till  that  year  the  official 
process  for  this  tincture  involved  a  seven- 
day  maceration  of  opium.  Xrovser 
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LEGAL  REPORTS 

Unauthorised  Trading  in  Toilet  Goods. — 

Substantial  fines  were  imposed  at  Paignton 
on  June  7  on  Ernest  Hayman,  trading  as 
Normax  Products  at  77  Torquay  Road, 
Paignton,  on  five  charges  under  the  Toilet 
Preparations  Order.  Two  of  the  offences 
concerned  the  repacking  of  preparations 
without  the  necessary  authority;  two 
others  buying  the  powders  from  unregis- 
tered manufacturers ;  and  a  fifth  sending 
a  signed  declaration  to  a  manufacturer 
implying  that  defendant  was  authorised  to 
buy  goods  for  repacking.  For  the  defence, 
it  was  stated  that  all  the  goods  in  question 
had  been  supplied  by  the  Ledall  Manu- 
facturing Co.,  which  was  a  registered 
manufacturer,  through  two  other  com- 
panies, the  Hertford  and  Middlesex  Che- 
mical Co.,  Watford,  and  the  Chemical 
Manufacturing  Laboratory,  Tavistock,  but 
it  was  pointed  out  by  the  prosecution  that 
the  name  of  Ledall  had  been  put  on  the 
labels  only  from  September  i.  The  magis- 
trates imposed  fines  of  ;^25  on  four  of  the 
charges,  and  ^10  on  the  remaining  charge, 
making  ;^iio  in  all,  with  £10  los.  costs. 

Alleged  Illicit  Perfume  Factory. — At 
Marylebone,  London,  police  court,  on 
June  I,  Florence  May  Khan,  occupant  of 
a  flat  in  Hyde  Park  Mansions,  Marylebone 
Road,  was  charged  with  making  perfumery 
when  not  registered  and  with  supplying 
perfume  in  containers  not  labelled  with 
the  name  and  ,address  of  the  manufacturer. 
Mohammed  Yuseff,  Drayton  Road,  Norwich, 
and  Ivy  McKone,  Tyley  Street,  Sheffield, 
were  charged  with  aiding  and  abetting  her 
in  the  manufacture  of  the  perfumery.  A 
detective-inspector  gave  evidence  that  he 
entered  the  flat  and  saw  iii  an  enclosed  sink 
a  large  glass  crucible  containing  perfumes 
and  apparatus  for  the  manufacture  of 
perfumes.  Mrs.  Khan  stated  that  she  was 
the  owner,  and  that  the  others  had  only 
helped  her.  All  three  accused  pleaded  not 
guilty  and  were  remanded. — At  the  resumed 
hearing,  on  June  8,  Florence  Khan  was 
fined  a  total  of  /300,  with  £1^  15s.  costs. 
Yuseff  and  McKone  were  acquitted.  Pro- 
secuting counsel  said  that  Florence  Khan's 
husband  had  been  fined  ^830  for  carrying 
on  this  type  of  illicit  manufacture  and  was 
serving  a  term  of  imprisonment  in  default 
of  payment.  The  magistrate  ordered  that 
^100  worth  of  perfume-making  materials 
should  be  confiscated.

He  was  a  tower  of 
strength  in  times  of  adversity,  and  was  alwaj^s  a 
delightful  and  human  companion.  He  joined 
May  &  Baker,  Ltd.,  in  1931,  and  was  with 
them  until  he  died — they  will  testify  to  his 
loyalty  and  tirelessness.  Many  were  grateful 
for  his  helpfulness  during  the  difficulties  of  the 
last  few  years.  He  will  be  sadly  missed  by  his 
friends;  he  had  no  enemies."

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SCOTTISH  CHEMISTS  ON  CENTRAL  CONTROL 


A  MEETING  of  the  General  Council  of  Panel 
Chemists  (Scotland)  was  held  in  Edinburgh 
on  May  24,  Mr.  F.  W.  M.  Bennett  in  the 
chair.  The  Chairman  said  the  need  had 
arisen  to  appoint  a  vice-chairman  to  the 
Council,  who  would  automatically  become 
vice-chairman  of  the  Standing  Committee. 
After  reading  out  the  names  of  members 
of  the  Standing  Committee,  Mr.  Bennett 
called  upon  the  meeting  to  make  nomina- 
tions. Two  names  were  put  forward,  a  vote 
showing  that  the  majority  of  members 
favoured  Mr.  W.  Spence  Culbert. 

"  Outline  of  Views  "  Put  to  Members 

The  Chairman  said  that  the  Council  had 
met  to  discuss  various  items  of  business, 
but  more  particularly  the  "  Outline  of  Views 
upon  the  Administrative  Structure  pro- 
posed in  the  White  Paper  on  the  Health 
Services,"  issued  by  the  Joint  Committee 
on  National  Pharmaceutical  Service.  The 
Joint  Committee  had  been  formed  to 
consider  the  position  of  pharmacy  as 
affected  by  the  White  Paper.  The  Com- 
mittee had  had  long  deliberations,  the 
result  of  which  was  summed  up  in  the 
"Outline"  now  before  the  General  Council. 
The  Statement  did  not  represent  the  final 
finding  of  the  Joint  Committee,  but  was 
rather  a  basis  for  discussion. 

A  meeting  of  the  Scottish  Joint  Com- 
mittee on  Health  Services  on  May  17  had 
carefully  considered  the  "  Outline  of  Views," 
and  the  chairman  suggested  that  he  should 
summarise  the  minutes  of  that  meeting  of 
May  17.  The  suggestion  was  approved. 

Scottish  Joint  Committee's  Discussions 

First  of  all,  said  the  Chairman,  he  had  asked 
the  Scottish  Joint  Committee  to  consider  their 
duty  and  service  to  the  public;  secondly,  the 
question  of  central  organisation ;  and,  thirdly, 
the  problem  of  remuneration.  He  thought  that 
little  discussion  was  required  on  the  first  point, 
as  no  serious  reflection  could  be  cast  on  the 
pharmacists  of  Scotland  in  regard  to  their 
service  to  the  public.  Until  members  knew 
precisely  what  would  be  required  of  them  in 
the  way  of  service,  the  third  point  obviously 
could  not  be  appropriately  decided.  Therefore, 
he  had  suggested  that  they  should  give  their 
careful  attention  to  establishment  of  a  central 
control  which  would  give  them  a  reasonable 
freedom  of  action  and  a  reasonable  professional 
position.  If  they  had  a  central  control  entirely 
selected  by  the  Government  they  were  liable 
to  be  controlled  by  the  Government  throughout 
the  whole  of  pharmacy,  no  matter  what  sub- 
committees were  set  up.  His  own  idea  was 
that  they  should  try  to  establish  a  system 
that  would  give  them  part  of  the  control  by 


democratic  vote,  i.e.,  practising  pharmacists 
elected  by  their  brethren  in  Scotland. 

The  Secretary  had  opened  the  discussion 
on  those  paragraphs  by  explaining  that  the 
Central  Medical  Board  would  be  a  small  bod*^, 
mainly  medical,  under  the  direction  of  the 
Ministry  of  Health,  and  with  a  regular  chairman 
appointed  by  the  Minister.  There  would  be  a 
number  of  both  whole-time  and  part-time 
medical  men,  and  also  lay  members.  The  Board 
would  be  advised  by  a  special  Advisory  Board 
consisting  of  representatives  from  the  medical 
side.  The  Chairman  commented  that  this 
Central  Medical  Board  was  to  act  as  the  em- 
ployer of  the  doctors  in  whatever  capacity  they 
might  be  acting  as  such.  This  was  a  point  which 
should  be  remembered  when  discussing  a 
Central  Pharmacy  Board,  because  it  was  essen- 
tial to  make  sure  that  the  Central  Pharmacy 
Board  should  be  the  employer  of  the  pharmacist. 

The  Secretary  had  said  that  the  Central 
Medical  Board  was  a  separate  body  under  the 
general  direction  of  the  Ministry  of  Health  and 
would  consequently  have  to  toe  the  line  to 
what  the  Minister  said.  At  a  British  Medical 
Association  meeting  it  had  been  described  as 
"a  quasi-corporate  body  of  a  civil  service 
character  to  be  an  integral  part  of  Whitehall 
administration."  The  Chairman  said  that  this, 
in  his  opinion,  was  precisely  wherein  the  danger 
lay.  If  they  adhered  to  the  pattern  of  the 
Medical  Board,  then  all  those  who  were 
appointed  would  be  appointed  by  the  Secretary 
of  State  for  Scotland,  and  he  visualised  what 
he  considered  to  be  -the  usual  practice  of 
Government  Departments,  namely,  the  employ- 
ing of  "Degree "  men  as  civil  servants.  Unfortu- 
natei}^,  they  had,  in  pharmacy,  Degree  men 
who  had  no  real  knowledge  of  practical  phar- 
macy. If  such  men  were  selected  for  appoint- 
ment to  the  Central  Board — and  he  had  no 
doubt  they  would  be — there  would  be  created, 
within  the  Government,  a  body  of  civil  servants 
who  called  themselves  pharmacists  and  who 
would  be  the  authority  on  pharmacy  in  the 
eyes  of  the  Government.  "Outside"  pharmacy 
would  have  no  voice  whatever  in  the  control. 

Employer  without  Cash 

Referring  to  the  statement  in  the  White 
Paper  that  the  Medical  Board  was  to  be  the 
employer  of  the  medical  men  all  over  the 
country,  Mr.  Guthrie  had  asked  who  had 
heard  of  an  employer  without  the  cash  to  pay 
his  employees?  The  Medical  Board,  he  con- 
sidered, was  really  a  screen  in  front  of  the  real 
paymasters,  to  make  it  easier  to  "get  over" 
terms  to  the  medical  men ;  the  Ministry  was 
the  real  power.  He  would  not  object  to  dealing 
with  a  Department  or  Ministry  which  was 
honestly  representative  of  the  Ministry's 
interests,  but  he  would  object  to  people  who 
were  ostensibly  there  in  the  interests  of  phar- 
macy but  under  the  control  of  the  Ministry. 
He  thought  it  would  be  well  for  the  committee 
to  agree  in  general  with  Nos.  i,  2,  4,  5,  7  and  8 
of  the  "Outline  of  Views"  under  discussion,  but 
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lea,ve  out  Nos.  6  and  lo.  He  would  urge  on 
lAeeting  the  necessity  for  securing  to  the 
ious  health  service  committees  the  same 
moctatic  representation  of  all  interests 
existed  on  Insurance  Committees  today. 
Mr.  Elder  had  thought  that  they  should 
ve  the  advice  of  an  expert  on  statutory  law. 

own  suggestion  was  that  the  proposed 
armacy  Board  should  have  a  chairman,  four 
five  practising  pharmacist  representatives, 
m  civil  servants,  and  an  independent  secretary 
id  chairman,  the  practising  pharmacist  repre- 
ntatives  being  nominated  by  a  committee  of 
larmacists,  and  the  nominations  sent  to  the 
inister  for  acceptance. 

Mr.  Meldrum  had  said  he  was  not  in  entire 
jreement  with  Mr.  Elder,  but  he  did  not  see 
lything  in  the  White  Paper  that  precluded  the 
ledical  or  pharmaceutical,  professions  from 
ibmitting  names  to  the  Minister  for  appoint- 
lent  to  the  Board.  They  would  be  well  advised 
)  put  their  suggestion  to  the  Minister  now. 

ime  Limit  on  Representation  ? 

The  Chairman  had  asked  whether  they  were 
repared  to  submit  to  a  central  body  controlling 
harmacy  in  all  its  branches,  so  far  as  dispensing 
^as  concerned,  and  would  they  make  it  a 
ondition  that  that  central  controlling  body 
hould  consist  partly  of  Government  repre- 
entation  and  partly  of  elected  pharmacy 
epresentation  ?  He  wondered  also  if  it  could 
>e  arranged  that  the  pharmacy  representation 
it  any  rate  could  be  limited  to  a  period  of  three 
/ears  ?  Those  were  the  chief  points  to  be  decided. 

Mr.  Mackenzie  said  the  secretary  had 
eferred  to  the  fact  that  on  the  Central  Medical 
Board  there  would  be  lay  representatives.  That, 
le  thought,  was  where  they  as  pharmacists 
jould  come  in.  At  present  there  were  Pharma- 
ceutical Committees  which  never  or  rarely 
functioned;  there  were  even  Insurance  Com- 
nittees  on  which  they,  as  chemists,  were  only 
elected  ex  gratia.  The  Standing  Committee  had 
no  power  to  send  representatives  to  the  annual 
conference  of  Insurance  Committees.  The 
Central  Medical  Board  would  cover  a  great 
number  of  services  and  he  suggested  that  they 
[should  forcibly  claim  a  Pharmacy  Board  that 
i  could  come  under  the  Central  Medical  Board. 

Mr,  Meldrum  had  said  that  the  Minister 
had  asked  for  professional  representation  to  be 
made  for  proper  professional  bodies,  apart 
altogether  from  the  Medical  Board. 

A  Source  of  Weakness  in  the  Past 

Mr.  Drummond  had  said  he  thought  the 
subject  was  a  complex  one.  Could  it  not  be 
approached  from  another  angle?  Could  they 
not  look  to  the  past  thirty  years?  Let  them 
consider  what  they  had  achieved  during  that 
time  and  what  position  they  were  in  now.  Look- 
ing back  on  his  time  in  pharmacy  and  the  history 
of  pharmacy  prior  to  that,  it  seemed  to  him 
that  they  had  suffered  from  the  unrestricted 
opening  of  pharmacies.  There  had  been  un- 
regulated development,  shops  being  set  up 
regardless  of  economic  consequences ;  and  they 
had  also  had  unrestricted  entry  into  the  pro- 
fession.  This  had  contributed  to  their  failure 
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in  negotiations  with  the  Department  of  Health. 
They  had  not,  in  the  past  thirty  years,  accom- 
pUshed  anything  like  what  they  had  set  out  to 
accomplish  or  felt  that  they  ought  to  accomplish. 
There  seemed  to  be  a  weakness,  or  lack  of 
organisation  or  of  central  con^ol.  If  there  was 
to  be  governmental  control  in  future — and  he 
thought  it  was  needed — was  it  not  well  to  see 
that  they  were  not  going  to  have  control  im- 
posed entirely  from  above  ? 

Mr.  Milne  had  suggested  that  the  Standing 
Committee,  or  a  body  on  the  Unes  of  the  Stand- 
ing Committee,  would  cover  Mr.  Drummond' s 
suggestion. 

Mr.  Guthrie  had  thought  it  would  be  safer 
to  have  something  on  the  lines  of  the  Standing 
Committee  rather  than  Government  control. 

The  Chairman  had  said  that  the  scheme  he 
had  in  mind  visualised  the  present  condition, 
i.e.,  local  Pharmaceutical  Committees,  the 
General  Council  of  Panel  Chemists,  and  the 
Standing  Committee,  but  the  Standing  Com- 
mittee would  select,  as  arranged  later,  members 
to  represent  pharmacy  on  the  Government 
Board,  which  would  be  central.  He  had^not 
seen  yet  any  good  reason  for  refusing  a  central 
control  with  democratically-elected  representa- 
tion of  pharmacy  on  it.  There  seemed  to  be  a 
difference  of  opinion  among  members  of  the 
committee  that  day. 

Mr.  Ritchie  had  then  suggested  that  no 
decision  should  be  made  that  day.  The  matter 
had  been  thoroughly  ventilated,  and  possibly, 
later  on,  events  would  transpire  that  might  help 
them  in  reaching  a  final  decision. 

Mr.  Boyd  had  agreed  with  this  suggestion. 

The  Chairman  had  then  suggested  that,  in 
view  of  the  obvious  desire  for  delay  on  the  part 
of  the  committee,  it  would  be  wiser  to  leave  over 
any  decision  until  the  next  meeting.  Mean- 
while, the  position,  he  thought,  was  safeguarded 
in  that  they  would  of  necessity  have  an  arrange- 
ment in  Scotland  independent  from  that  of 
England,  and  therefore,  even  on  this  point, 
they  could  go  independently  of  the  Joint 
Committee's  decisions  in  London. 

This  proposal  had  met  with  the  approval  of 
the  meeting. 

Press  Publicity  Desired 

Before  concluding  his  summary  of  the 
minutes  of  the  Scottish  Joint  Committee 
meeting,  the  Chairman  reported  that 
Mr.  Meldrum,  Aberdeen,  had,  at  that  meet- 
ing, made  the  suggestion  that  detailed 
reports  should  be  made  of  all  meetings  of 
the  Committee,  with  a  view  to  co-ordinating 
the  points  considered  and  having  them 
circulated  to  the  pharmaceutical  Press, 
and  perhaps  also  to  the  lay  Press.  Mr. 
Meldrum  had  further  suggested  that  it 
might  be  an  advantage  to  appoint  a  small 
committee  for  the  purpose  of  framing  suit- 
able reports  from  the  detailed  notes  of 
meetings.  After  discussion,  it  had  been 
agreed  that  the  existing  subcommittee  of 
the  Scottish  Joint  Committee  should  be 
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given  powers  to  add  to  its  number  men 
specially  suitable  for  this  work,  and  that, 
thus  constituted,  the  subcommittee  could 
appropriately  act  as  a  propaganda  com- 
mittee. The  chairman  also  reported  that 
the  National  Amalgamated  Union  of  Shop 
Assistants,  Warehousemen  and  Clerks,  and 
the  National  Union  of  Distributive  and 
Allied  Workers,  had  each  been  invited  to 
nominate  a  representative  for  membership 
of  the  Scottish  Joint  Committee,  and  had 
nominated  respectively  Messrs.  W.  R. 
McKay  and  J.  Gallacher.  These  nomina- 
tions had  been  approved  by  the  Scottish 
Joint  Committee.  * 

Mr.  Nisbet  suggested  that'  any  body 
set  up  to  deal  with  pharmacy  should  be 
on  similar  lines  to  the  General  Council,  and 
representative  of  the  whole  body  of  phar- 
macy. From  that  committee  might  be 
selected  members  to  sit  on  a  Joint  Commit- 
tee ^and  if,  on  such  a  committee,  pharmacy 
had  full  representation,  he  thought  that 
their  interests  would  be  satisfactorily 
conserved.  Asked  by  the  Chairman  what 
proportion  of  representatives  the  Govern- 
ment should  have  on  such  a  Joint  Com- 
mittee, Mr.  Nisbet  replied  that  if  the 
Committee  were  to  be  a  permanent  body 
some  discussion  would  be  required  to  decide 
on  the  proportion  of  Government  repre- 
sentatives to  those  of  pharmacy. 

No  Wish  to  Become  Civil  Servants 

Mr.  Baxter  said  that  the  suggested 
Service  was  really  a  national  one  and  would 
be  rurr  by  civil  servants  for  the  Government. 
He  did  not  think  that  pharmacists  wished 
to  become  civil  servants,  and  yet,  if  they 
did  not  do  so,  pharmacy  would  be  the  only 
section  taking  part  in  the  Health  Service 
which  would  be  an  independent  section,  for 
doctors,  nurses  and  dentists,  etc.,  would  all 
be  taken  into  the  scheme  as  civil  servants. 
He  wondered  if  the  Department  of  Health 
would  allow  pharmacists  to  retain  their  in- 
dividuality, or  whether  they  would  be  forced 
to  become  civil  servants  under  the  Local 
Authority  or  a  Government  Department  ? 
If  they  could  succeed  in  retaining  their 
individuality,  and  at  the  same  time  obtain 
agreeable  terms  of  service,  they  would  score 
over  all  the  other  allied  Services. 

The  Secretary  said  he  thought  that  the 
Minister  of  Health  had  made  it  clear  that 
medical  practitioners  would  not  become 
State  servants,  and  the  British  Medical 
Association  certainly  was  not  contemplating 
such  a  position. 

Mr.  Meldrum  said  that  if  they  could 
agree  to  some  measure  of  control  enforced 


by  a  body  on  which  they  themselves  hac 
some  power,  the  result  might  be  advanta 
geous  to  themselves.  In  his  opinion,  th{ 
alternative  to  the  Board  of  Control  was  iht 
local  authority.  The  White  Paper  indicatec: 
that,  in  all  probability,  pharmacy's  ultimate 
employers  would  be  the  local  authorities 
He  would  ask  members  to  visualise  what 
sort  of  control  they  would  get  from  the 
Public  Health  Committee  of  the  Local 
Authority  as  constituted  today.  Even  il 
they  had  representation  on  such  a  com- 
mittee, they  would  not  enjoy  the  same 
privileges  as  those  enjoyed  by  medical  men 
employed  by  .  the  local  authority.  He 
thought  that  they  should  consider  carefully 
how  to  influence  the  Minister. 

Central  Body  Essential 

Mr.  Weir  said  that  if  the  individual 
chemist  could  be  satisfied  what  scheme  he! 
desired,  it  would  be  the  Council's  duty  to 
inform  the  Minister  accordingly.  When' 
pharmacists  visualised  a  Pharmacy  Boards 
the^^  must  visualise  something  in  the  nature 
of  the  Medical  Board  sketched  in  the  White 
Paper.  It  was  obvious  that  pharmacists 
on  the  Pharmacy  Board  would  be  paid 
servants  of  the  Government  and  they  would 
argue,  therefore,  from  the  point  of  view 
of  the  Department  of  Health.  Any  body 
that  had  to  discuss  terms  would  require  to 
be  a  central  body,  and  a  central  body  on 
which  pharmacy  representation  was  pre- 
dominant. Whether  the  present  Standing 
Committee  could  be  adjusted  to  form  an 
advisory  committee  remained  to  be  seen. 
From  The  Chemist  and  Druggist  of  the 
previous  week  it  would  be  noticed  that  the 
B.M.A.  did  not  want  either  a  Central  Me- 
dical Board  or  local  medical  boards ;  they 
wanted  instead  a  corporate  body. 

The  Chairman  said  he  appreciated  the 
difficulty  experienced  by  members  of  the 
General  Council  in  a  discussion  of  this  kind. 
The  subject  was  one  which  required  weeks 
and  months  of  consideration,  and  he  would 
suggest  that  they  defer  a  decision  on 
Paragraphs  6  and  lo  till  some  future  meet- 
ing.  This  suggestion  was  approved. 

Vote  of  Confidence 

Mr.  Baxter  asked  whether,  in  the 
interim,  the  Scottish  Joint  Committee 
would  be  reconsidering  the  matter,  to  which 
THE  Chairman  replied  that  the  question 
was  constantly  under  consideration. 

Mr.  Baxter  thought  that  the  General 
Council  would  desire  to  express  its  confi- 
dence in  the  Scottish  Joint  Committee.  The 
proposal  was  seconded  by  Mr.  McMinn.

They  were  thus  enabled 
to  study  for  a  period  of 
three  years,  after  which 
they  were  ready  for  inde- 
pendent research  work. 
It  was  this  post-graduate 
work  which  largely  con- 
tributed to  the  creation 
of  the  new  contingents 
of  scientists.  In  fact  all 
research  workers  in  the 
U.S.S.R.,  up  to  the  age 
of  fifty,  received  their 
training  as  research 
workers  in  the  Soviet 
period. 
Significant  Discoveries 

In  1923,  A.  Ginetsinsky,  a  young  research 
worker  in  the  laboratory  of  Professor  Leon 
Orbeli,  discovered  that  stimulation  of  the

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sympathetic  nerves  restores  the  functions 
of  exhausted  muscles.  A  few  years  later 
Anna  Gonkikh  and  Ezras  Astratyan  found 
that  the  brain  itself  changes  its  activity 
under  the  influence  of  this  same  sympathetic 
nervous  system.  In  the  city  of  Kazan 
Professor  Kibyakov  found  that  a  chemical 
substance  which  has  a  very  powerful 
reaction  formed  in  minute  quantities  at  the 
ends  of  the  motor  nerves  and  muscles,  and 
by  this  means  transfers  stimulation  from 
the  nerve  to  the  muscle.

The  rapidity  with  which  the 
previous  editions  and  reprint  of  this  little 
iDook,  now  in  its  third  edition,  have  been 
exhausted,  indicate  that  it  has  been  found 
useful  by  medical  students  for  whom  it 
has  been  written.  The  drugs  are  grouped 
according  to  their  pharmacological  pro- 
perties, and  the  work  has  been  brought  up 
to  date  by  the  inclusion  of  items  in  the  six 
Addenda  to  the  British  Pharmacopoeia,  1932, 
together  with  many  non-official  prepara- 
tions in  common  use.  Recent  intensive 
work  on  vitamins  is  reflected  in  the  increased 
space  devoted  to  them. 

Principles  of  Organic  Chemistry. — S.  J. 
Smith.  8^  in.  by  5^  in.  Pp.  569.  15s. 
Macmillan  &  Co.,  Ltd.,  St.  Martin's  Street, 
London,  W.C.2.  This  new  volume  is  in- 
tended to  provide  the  student  with  a  course 
extending  over  three  years  and  contains  all 
that  is  required  for  intermediate  work,  in- 
cluding specialised  examinations  such  as 
the  second  M.B.  It  includes  only  those 
compounds  of  well-established  structure, 
and  so  omits  some  of  biochemical  and  tech- 
nical importance.  Simple  molecular  theory 
and  determination  of  molecular  weights, 
subjects  dealt  with  in  books  on  physical  and 
inorganic  chemistry,  are  also  omitted. 
Structural  formulas  and  the  relation  of 
structure  to  physical  properties  are  well 
emphasised  throughout  the  book,  as  is  also 
the  modern  theory  of  chemical  combination 
and  reactivity.

Nosonov,  Engelgardt  and  Lyubimova 
received  the  Stalin  prize  for  their  work. 
Similar  examples  may  easily  be  multiplied. 
They  show  that  a  new  generation  of  Soviet 
scientists  has  grown  up ;  more  than  a  third 
of  the  corresponding  members  of  the 
Academy  of  Sciences  are  under  fifty  years  of 
age.  The  aid  which  the  Soviet  Government 
so  generously  gave  in  training  the  new 
scientific  corps  has  yielded  rich  results. 

BOOKS 

London,  W.C.i.  This  book  by  Dr.  Druce 
is  an  account  of  the  lives  of  Br.auner  and 
Wald,  who  made  many  discoveries  in  the 
fields  of  inorganic  and  theoretical  chemistry. 
Bohuslav  Brauner  (i  855-1 935)  was  the 
better  known  in  this  country,  being  an 
Honorary  and  Foreign  Fellow  of  the  Chem- 
ical Society,  London,  and  a  frequent  con- 
tributor to  "Nature."  Brauner's  outstand- 
ing work  was  to  put  the  Periodic  Law  of 
Mendeleef  on  a  sound  basis,  a  function  that 
necessitated  much  research  upon  the  atomic 
weights  of  beryllium  and  other  elements. 
The  work  of  Frantisek  Wald  (1861-1930)  is 
less  known  in  Britain.  His  most  important 
contributions  were  to  theoretical  and  phys- 
ical chemistry,  but  he  made  many  contribu- 
tions to  metallurgical  and  analytical  science. 

Introduction  to  Pharmacology  and  Ther- 
apeutics.— J.  A.  Gunn,  in.  by  4  in.  Pp. 
268.  7s.  6d.  Humphrey  Milford,  Oxford 
University  Press,  Amen  House,  Warwick 
Square,  London,  E.C.4.  This  little  book  by 
the  director  of  the  Nuffield  Institute  for 
Medical  Research,  Oxford,  is  now  in  its 
seventh  edition  and  has  for  some  years 
taken  its  place  as  an  essential  vade-mecum 
for  medical  students,  both  in  this  country 
and  in  America.  The  new  edition  has  been 
extensively  revised  and  somewhat  increased 
in  size,  to  bring  it  into  line  with  the  British 
Pharmacopoeia,  1932,  and  Addenda,  and 
with  the  twelfth  edition  of  the  United 
States  Pharmacopoeia.  The  book  provides 
a  short  but  comprehensive  survey  of  the 
more  permanent  changes  included  in  the 
Pharmacopoeias.  Sulphanilamide  and  its 
related  compounds  are  dealt  with,  but  the 
work  of  Fleming,  Florey,  and  Chain  on  peni- 
cillin has  surprisingly  nqt  been  mentioned. 
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PROFESSOR  FLOREY  ON  PENICILLIN 


HE  Peter  Le  Neve  Foster  lecture,  delivered 
3fore  the  Royal  Society  of  Arts  on  June  7, 
as  given  by  Professor  H.  W.  Florey, 
.R.S.,  on  "Penicillin."  Professor  Alex- 
ider  Fleming,  F.R.S.  (discoverer  of  the 
ibstance),  was  in  the  chair.  The  lecture 
as  illustrated  with  lantern  slides  and  with 
film  showing  both  small  and  semi-scale 
reduction.  Professor  Florey  outlined  the 
istory  of  penicillin  from  the  discovery 
f  i>atu rally-occurring  antibacterial  sub- 
;ances  and  early  attempts  to  utilise  them 
I  medicine  to  the  present  advanced  stage 
E  progress.  He  described  some  of  the 
lemical  properties  and  showed  that,  while

decent  Developments 

The  first  human  patients  were  treated 
luring  the  winter  and  spring  of  1940-41,  at 
he  time  of  the  worst  bombing  of  England, 
^t  that  time  it  seemed  improbable  that 
auch  headway  could  be  made  in  getting 
arge-scale  production  started  in  this  coun- 
:ry.  Enough  material,  however,  was  made 
n  Oxford  and  by  Imperial  Chemical  Indus- 
;ries,  Ltd.,  to  enable  some  eighteen  patients 
vith  severe  infections  to  be  treated ;  the 
•esults  had  been  of  great  promise.  From 
that  point  the  work  had  branched  out  in 
:hree  directions.  First,  it  became  clear  that 
t  would  be  desirable  to  make  the  substance 
synthetically,  and  work  was  proceeding  to 
that  end  at  Oxford,  where  Drs.  Chain  and 
A.braham  were  working  with  Sir  Robert 
Robinson  and  his  colleagues,  while,  else- 
where, hundreds  of  chemists  both  in  this 
country  and  in  America  were  engaged  on 
the  problem.  Progress  in  the  work  could 
not  be  reported,  as  it  was  in  the  secret 
category,  but  the  fact  that  pure  penicillin 
had  been  obtained  had  already  been  pub- 
lished. This  result  had  been  achieved  at 
about  the  same  time  in  America  and  in 
Oxford,  and  it  was  possible  to  show  a  slide 
of  crystalline  sodium  penicillin.  Every 


resource  had  been  mobilised  to  deal  with  the 
chemical  question,  but  whether  success 
would  attend  the  effort  to  produce  penicillin 
by  synthesis  it  was  impossible  to  forecast. 
The  second,  and  more  immediately  practic- 
able, line  of  action  had  been  to  increase 
manufacture  from  the  mould  to  a  really 
large  scale.  This  had  involved  a  large  num- 
ber of  intricate  technical  problems,  which 
had  been  tackled  along  different  lines  by 
various  commercial  firms  both  in  this  coun- 
try and  in  America.  As  a  result  of  their 
efforts,  penicillin  could  now  be  issued  by 
the  kilogram,  although,  of  course,  supplies 
still  fell  short  of  demand.  The  third  hne  of 
development  had  been  to  explore  further  the 
use  of  penicillin  as  a  curative  agent.  Peni- 
cillin could  be  injected  into  the  muscles  or 
veins,  and  the  method  was  obligatory  in  the 
more  serious  and  widespread  diseases.  The 
substance  could  also  be  used  as  a  local 
application  to  the  affected  part,  but  this 
could  only  be  undertaken  if  every  part  of  the 
infected  tissues  could  be  reached. 

A  Timely  Discovery 

The  beginning  of  the  work  on  penicillin 
had  had  nothing  to  do  with  the  war,  but 
was  initiated  before  the  war  as  a  purely 
academic  investigation.  That  the  substance 
was  proving  and  would  prove  of  the  greatest 
assistance  in  dealing  with  the  wounded  was 
just  one  more  instance  of  the  good  fortune 
which  had  surrounded  the  work  from  start 
to  finish.  Perhaps  the  most  striking  recent- 
addition  to  knowledge  was  contributed  by 
United  States  workers,  who  had  discovered 
that  penicillin  was  apparently  effective 
in  treating  syphilis.  Another  excellent 
development  since  larger  supplies  had  be- 
come available  was  that  penicillin  was  given 
as  a  preventive  instead  of  in  the  last  resort 
as  a  curative  measure.  There  had  been  great 
difficulties  in  developing  penicillin,  and 
many  people  had  been  impatient,  especially 
as,"  in  the  early  days,  the  substance  could 
hot  be  effectively  concentrated. 

Dr.  E.  J.  Armstrong,  F.R.S.  (president 
of  the  Royal  Society  of  Arts),  proposing  a 
vote  of  thanks  to  Professor  Florey  for  his 
address,  said  the  success  of  penicillin  had 
been  the  result  of  energetic  team  work. 
Mr.  Philip  Guedalla  (author  and  his- 
torian) proposed  a  vote  of  thanks  to  the 
chairman.  Speaking  as  one  of  the  "ani- 
mals" into  whom  penicillin  had  been  in- 
jected, he  could  testify  in  all  humility  and 
thankfulness,  he  said,  to  the  effectiveness 
of  the  treatment.

The  Government's  Long-term 
Employment  Policy 

N  last  week's  issue  (p.  625)  we  dealt  with 
tife  Government's  proposals,  as  set  out  in 

Employment  Policy,"  in  respect  of  the 
ransition  of  men  and  women  employees 
rom  war-  to  peace-time  jobs.  The  second 
lalf  of  the  White  Paper  (Cmd.  6527,  price 
ixpence)  outlines  a  long-term  policy 
vhich  it  is  hoped  will  ensure  the  mainten- 
L-nce  of  an  adequate  and  steady  volume  of 
imployment  in  the  years  following  the 
;ompletion  of  the  resettlement  of  the  nation 
md  the  world  on  a  peace  basis.  To  avoid 
Doom  and  slump  periods,  and  to  build  up 
employment  to  full  capacity,  the  following 
:hree  conditions  are  considered  essential : — 

1.  Total  expenditure  on  goods  and  services 
must  be  prevented  from  falling  to  a  level 
at  which  general  unemployment  appears. 

2.  The  levels  of  prices  and  wages  must  be 
kept  reasonably  stable. 

3.  There  must  be  a  sufficient  mobility  of 
workers  between  occupations  and  localities. 
It  is  contended  that  a  slump  in  one  indus- 
try affects  em.ployment  in  other  industries 
which,  if  allowed  to  spread,  brings  about  a 
loss  of  purchasing  power  in  the  community 
generally,   with  increasing  unemployment 


following.  The  guiding  principles  for  main- 
taining total  expenditure  will  be : — 

{a)  To  avoid  an  unfavourable  foreign  bal- 
ance ;  this  will  demand  that  exports  must  be 
much  greater  than  before  the  war. 

[h)  Everything  possible  must  be  done  to 
limit  fluctuations  in  expenditure  on  private 
enterprise.. 

(c)  Public  investments,  both  in  timing  and 
volume,  must  be  planned  to  offset  unavoid- 
able slumps  in  private  enterprise  and  invest- 
ment. 

{d)  To  check  and  reverse  the  decline  in 
expenditure  on  consumers'  goods  which 
follows  as  a  secondary  reaction  to  a  falling  off 
in  private  investment. 

Statement  on  Combines 

The  Government's  proposals  on  the 
second  essential,  that  of  stabilising  prices 
and  wages,  do  not  suggest  any  direct  action 
on  their  part.  It  is  simply  pointed  out  that 
the  stability  of  these  two  elements  is  a 
condition  vital  to  the  success  of  their 
employment  policy.  It  is  submitted  that 
workers  must  examine  their  trade  practices 
to  ensure  that  they  do  not  constitute  an 
impediment  to  the  policy  of  expansion  in 
employment,  and  employers  must  seek  in 
greater  outpu.t  rather  than  higher  prices 
the  reward  for  their  enterprise.  On  this 
point  the  following  important  statement  is 
made : — 

"There  has  in  recent  years  been  a  growing 
tendency  towards  combines  and  towards 
agreements,  both  national  and  international, 
by  which  manufacturers  have  sought  to  con- 
trol prices  and  output,  to  divide  markets  and 
to  fix  conditions  of  sale.  Such  agreements  or 
combines  do  not  necessarily  operate  against 
the  public  interest ;  but  the  power  to  do  so  is 
there.  The  Government  will  thei^fore  seek 
power  to  inform  themselves  of  the  extent  and 
effect  of  restrictive  agreements,  and  of  the 
activities  of  combines ;  and  to  take  appro- 
priate action  to  check  practices  which  may 
bring  advantages  to  sectional  producing 
interests  but  work  to  the  detriment  of  the 
country  as  a  whole." 

In  support  of  the  third  essential  factor, 
that  of  mobility  of  workers,  the  Govern- 
ment will  be  prepared  to  assist  by  measures 
designed  to  bring  the  men  to  the  work  and 
the  work  to  the  men.  It  is  pointed  out  that 
unless  labour  is  prepared  to  move  to  new 
places  and  to  new  occupations  where  it  is 
needed,  the  policy  of  full  employment 
cannot  succeed. 

Expenditure  either  by  the  Government 
or  through  local  authorities  on  public 
works  will  be  used  as  a  corrective  influence 
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on  employment  at  times  when  private 
investment  and  enterprise  are  at  a  low  level. 
If  employment  is  good,  expenditure  on  public 
works  will  be  kept  at  a  minimum  but,  in  the 
event  of  an  industrial  depression,  expendi- 
ture on  public  works  would  be  increased. 
Weekly  contributions,  to  be  paid  by  em- 
ployers and  employed  under  the  proposed 
new  system  of  social  insurance,  will  be 
varied  according  to  the  state  of  employ- 
ment, but  this  part  of  the  scheme  will  not 
be  put  into  operation  until  the  abnormal 
conditions  of  the  immediate  post-war  3^ears 
have  disappeared. 

To  assist  it  in  planning  for  the  future 
the  Government  appeals  to  industry  to  pro- 
vide information,  which  will  be  treated  in 
confidence,  on  the  following  points  which 
are  necessary  for  the  efficient  control  and 
direction  of  its  long-term  employment 
policy : — 

1.  Statistics  of  employment  and  unemploy- 
ment and  statements  of  present  and  prospec- 
tive employment  in  the  main  industries. 

2.  Regular  information  relating  to  savings, 
projected  capital  expenditure  by  public 
authorities,  and,  so  far  as  possible,  by  private 
industry. 

3.  An  annual  census  of  production  showing 
the  structure  of  the  main  groups  of  industries, 
including,  inter  alia,  details  of  the  quantity 
and  value  of  output,  stocks,  and  work  in 
progress. 

4.  Monthly  figures  of  production,  con- 
sumption and  stocks,  and,  if  possible,  figures 
of  orders  on  hand. 

5.  Annual  and  quarterly  estimates  of 
foreign  capital  movements  and  balance  of 
foreign  payments. 

Export  Policy 

The  success  of  any  post-war  employment 
policy  will,  in  our  opinion,  depend  largely 
on  the  country's  ability  quickly  to  recapture 
its  pre-war  export  trade  and  then  double 
its  volume  and  value.  The  White  Paper  is 
silent  as  regards  providing  special  facilities 
and  favourable  conditions  to  assist  our 
shippers  and,  as  mentioned  last  week,  there 
is  no  suggestion  of  an  income  tax  concession 
on  the  profits  of  overseas  business.  The 
Paper,  in  fact,  contains  no  concrete  pro- 
posal to  give  direct  help  to  manufacturers 
and  shippers  engaged  in  this  vital  trade. 
It  does,  however,  point  out  that  the  Govern- 
ment's policy  is  "to  co-operate  actively 
with  other  nations  to  secure  general  eco- 
nomic stability  and  the  progressive  expan- 


sion of  trade  by  the  beneficial  exchange  0 
goods  and  services  between  nations,  securing 
reasonably  stable  rates  of  exchange,  anc 
checking  swings  in  world  commodity 
prices."  On  these  lines  the  Government  ha 
already  signed  the  Atlantic  Charter  anc 
made  a  Mutual  Aid  Agreement  with  th( 
U.S.A.  directed  to  the  expansion  of  prO' 
duction,  employment,  and  exchange  anc 
consumption  of  ^ods.  It  has  also  de 
clared  its  acceptance  of  the  recommen 
dations  made  by  forty-four  nations  of  the 
United  Nations  Conference  on  Food  and 
Agriculture  which,  amongst  other  things, 
aims  at  effective  collaboration  among  the 
nations. 

This  review  of  the  main  points  of  the 
Government's  post-war  employment  pro- 
posals is,  of  necessity,  brief,  but  it  will  be 
realised  that  if  they  are  implemented  to 
the  full  both  labour  and  industry  will  have 
to  accept  a  substantial  amount  of  direction 
and  control. 

Teaching  and  Industry 

The  McNair  report  on  the  training  of 
teachers  (H.M.  Stationery  Office,  2s.  net), 
while  dealing  with  the  teaching  profession: 
as  a  whole,  has  a  good  deal  to  say  on  the 
subject  of  technical  education  which,  it 
points  out,  has  never  received  the  attention! 
it  deserves.  The  deplorably  low  standard 
of  many  technical  college  buildings  and 
equipment  in  this  country  is  contrasted  with 
the  great  strides  made  abroad  in  this  con- 
nexion, but  the  Committee  hopes  that  the 
reforms  outlined  in  the  Education  Bill  will 
remove  these  conditions,  which  are  a  serious 
obstacle  to  the  recruitment  and  effective 
work  of  technical  teachers. 

To  meet  the  shortage  of  teachers  that  will! 
be  caused  by  continuous  development  in^ 
industry,  the  Committee  emphasises  the 
need  for  the  closest  relationships  between 
technical  and  commercial  colleges  and 
industry  and  commerce.  It  is  suggested, 
for  example,  that  suitable  professional 
institutions  should  be  invited  to  establish 
standing  committees  to  help  and  advise 
about  the  co-operation  between  industry 
and  commerce  and  technical  colleges,  and 
particularly  about  the  methods  by  which 
teachers  can  keep  their  knowledge  up  to 
date  by  returning  periodically  to  industry 
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commerce.  It  is  also  suggested  that 
ns  should  allow  the  staffs  of  the  local 
;hnical  colleges  to  be  associated  with  the 
)duction,  technical  and  scientific  sides  of 
}ir  organisations.  Larger  firms  should  be 
dted  to  provide  courses  and  demonstra- 
ns  in  design  and  manufacturing  processes. 
/Vdvice  and  help  to  industry  from  tech- 
;al  teachers  would  undoubtedly  be  to 
J  advantage  of  both  parties,  but  to  enable 
s  development  to  take  place  some  relief 
•m  heavy  teaching  duties  is  regarded  as 
sential,  so  that  research  may  be  under- 
len.  The  Report  suggests  that  salaries  of 
:hnical  teachers  should  be  related  to  the 
loluments  obtainable  in  industry,  and 
at  area  training  authorities  should  include 
jresentatives  of  technical  and  commer- 
il  education  and  a  director  of  training  be 
•pointed  to  organise  systematic  inquiry 
to  the  problems  of  training  technical 
achers. 

Back  to  the  Shop 

HE  Reinstatement  in  Retail  Business 
remises  Bill,  introduced  into  the  House  of 
ards  recently  by  Lord  Winster  (see  D., 
me  3,  p.  597),  is  a  private  member's  Bill 
med  at  securing  the  right  of  re-entry  to 
isiness  premises  to  traders  absent  on  war 
srvice.  Under  the  Bill  persons  discharged 
om  war  service  may  gain  possession  of 
leir  former  premises  on  the  same  terms 
id  conditions  as  those  upon  which  they 
eld  the  premises  immediately  prior  to 
itry  into  war  service,  provided  the  busi- 
ess  was  not  sold.  If  the  premises  are  un- 
ccupied  and  in  good  repair,  the  person 
ischarged  from  war  service  may  take 
possession  after  one  month,  but  if  the  prem- 
ies are  in  disrepair  the  local  authority  has 
duty  to  make  them  good,  recovering  the 
ost  either  as  war  damage  or  as  a  charge 
n  the  owner.

lirections  necessary  to  make  a  fresh  start. 
Vs  previously  stated,  war  service  is  taken 
;o  include  Civil  Defence  work  and  direction 
nto  industry. 


Sickness  Risks  Among  Nurses 

Sickness  records  of  nursing  personnel  at 
University  College  Hospital,  London,  dur- 
ing the  years  1936,  1937  and  1938,  as  given 
recently  in  the  "British  Medical  Journal" 
(1944.  I.  585)  indicate,  at  the  very  least, 
the  need  for  strict  application  of  preventive 
measures.  Among  a  nursing  personnel  of 
462  there  were  1,139  recorded  cases  of 
sickness,  involving  a  total  of  17,423  hours 
off  duty.  Pyogenic  infections  (boils,  whit- 
lows, styes,  etc.)  took  first  place,  both  in 
number  and  in  days  away  from  duty.  Res- 
piratory infections  had  an  only  slightly  lower 
figure,  the  two  together  representing  nearly 
60  per  cent,  of  the  total.  Common  infectious 
diseases,  such  as  scarlet  fever,  caused  the 
loss  of  1,767  working  days  in  the  three  years 
investigated,  and  of  twenty- two  long  ill- 
nesses, six  were  due  to  tuberculosis  and 
seven  others  caused  by  complications 
following  respiratory  infections.  Injuries 
amounted  to  7-6  per  cent.-  of  all  sickness 
and  5*3  per  cent,  of  days  lost  through  sick- 
ness. The  figures  are  sobering.  It  is  true 
that  conditions  of  hours  and  pay  have  been 
somewhat  improved  in  the  profession  since 
1938.  Nevertheless,  the  need  for  constant 
vigilance  in  the  sphere  of  hygiene  and 
prophylaxis  is  self-evident  because,  apart 
from  considerations  of  nurses'  welfare,  sick- 
ness among  the  nursing  staffs  cannot  but 
react  unfavourably  on  occupants  of  beds.

Another  New  Drug. — "A  new  drug  in 
tablet  or  injection  form  for  fortifying 
the  spirits  of  nervous  patients  and  induc- 
ing a  sense,  of  fearlessness,  described  as 
'euphoric,'  is  announced  by  a  Baltimore 
obstetrician.  He  told  reporters  that  the 
new  drug,  a  coal-tar  derivative,  would  be 
available  for  public  use  within  a  few  weeks."

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The  Federation  of  British  Industries  has 
published  a  report  on  "  Industry  and 
Education,"  a  summary  of  which  follows: 
In  this  report  an  attempt  is  made  (i) 
to  indicate  what  the  Federation  would 
wish  to  be  the  educational  background  of 
those  beginning  on  the .  administrative, 
managerial  and  technical  sides  of  industry ; 

(2)  to  show  where  the  present  educational 
system  fails  to  produce  what  is  required ; 

(3)  to  suggest  means  of  bridging  the  gap 
between  the  actual  and  the  desirable ;  and 

(4)  to  suggest  how  industry  should  supple- 
ment the  work  of  the  national  educational 
system. 

Needs  of  Industry 

The  first  essential  is  that  the  entrant  to 
industry ,  at  the  statutory  school-leaving 
age  should  be  able  to  read,  write,  and  speak 
clearly.  He  should  have  had  the  oppor- 
tunity of  acquiring  an  understanding  of 
elementary  mathematics,  of  the  basis  of  the 
natural  scienc.es,  a  general  impression  of 
the  main  outline  of  world  history,  and  of 
political  and  economic  geography,  and 
some  knowledge  of  social  and  cultural 
conditions  in  this  and  other  lands.  The  need 
for  physical  education  is  also  recognised. 
From  those  entering  industry  after  the 
statutory  leaving  age,  a  more  advanced 
degree  of  self-expression,  understanding 
and  judgment  is  looked  for,  but,  at  the 
same  time,  secondary  school  education 
should  remain  general  in  character,  with 
possibly  some  bias  towards  the  field  in 
which  the  student  intends  to  make  his 
career.  Industry  looks  to  the  universities 
to  provide  men  equipped  by  specialised 
studies  having  direct  bearing  on  the  work 
to  be  taken  up.  The  education  of  those 
entering  industry  at  fourteen  or  fifteen  is 
often  inadequate.  Much  of  any  improve- 
ment compared  with  ten  to  twenty  years 
ago  has  been  lost  since  the  war.  Inadequate 
knowledge  of  elementary  arithmetic  and 
inadequate  powers  of  expression,  written 
and  oral,  are  far  too  general.  There  is  also 
some  evidence  of  poor  powers  of  memory, 
bad  handwriting,  and  lack  of  discipline 
and  sense  of  responsibility.  The  Committee 
adds,  however,  that  children  entering 
industry  at  fourteen  do  not  represent  a  true 
cross-section  of  the  young  population,  since 
the  best  tend  to  go  on  to  secondary  or 
technical  schools  or  take  up  office  jobs. 

The  education  of  those  from  secondary 
and  technical  schools  shows  that  children 
have  been  unduly  crammed  to  meet  the 


needs  of  stereotyped  examinations,  and  ; 
tendency  for  those  coming  from  secondar 
and  public  schools  to  reject  opportunitie 
in  production  departments  is  a  sever  j 
handicap  to  industry.  There  is  somij; 
evidence  to  show  that  the  education 
those  entering  industry  from  the  univer 
sities  a'nd  technical  colleges  is  too  factual 
and  that  insufficient  weight  is  given  to  th( 
study  of  principles  and  the  developmen 
of  the  imagination. 

Means  to  Improvement 

More  attention  should  be  paid  in  fh< 
elementary  schools  to  self-expression  ir 
writing  and  speaking  and  to  elementarj 
mathematics.  There  should  be  less  em^ 
phasis  on  the  acquisition  of  facts  and  mor( 
on  the  broad  understanding  of  genera 
principles  and  trends.  The  Report  agrees 
that  the  reorganisation  of  secondarji 
education  foreshadowed  in  the  Education 
Bill  and  in  the  White  Paper  (Educational 
Reconstruction)  is  sound.  If  technical  and 
modern  schools  are  placed  on  the  same! 
footing  as  the  grammar  schools,  children^ 
and  their  parents,  with  the  help  of  the 
teachers,  will  be  more  likely  to  choose  the 
type  of  education  for  which  the  children 
are  best  adapted. 

Specialisation  in  the  three  types  oi 
secondary  school  should  be  kept  in  bounds, 
particularly  in  the  first  two  years,  and  there 
should  be  easy  opportunities  of  transfer 
from  one  type  to  another.  The  inevitable; 
specialisation  which  will  take  place  at  a 
later  stage  should  not  be  purely  factual  or 
vocational,  and  chief  importance  should 
continue  to  be  laid  on  understanding  anclj 
ability  to  think  clearly  and  independently. 
The  more  the  organisation  of  the  educational 
system  can  result  in  an  even  spread  e)f 
talent  as  between  the  three  types  of  schools, 
the  more  will  the  technical  and.  productionj 
aspects  of  industry  stand  to  gain. 

Young  People's  Colleges 

The  education  to  be  provided  in  young 
people's  colleges  should  be  co-ordinated 
with  the  vocational  training  given  in  in- 
dustry so  as  to  provide  the  greatest  benefitj 
to  the  students.  Physical  well-being  should 
also  receive  suitable  attention.  The  assur- 
ance contained  jn  the  White  Paper  that 
works  schools  which  reach  the  necessary 
standards  will  be  regarded  as  effective 
substitutes  for  the  projected  Young  People's 
Colleges  is  welcomed.  An  advantage  of 
the  proposed  arrangements  for  part-time 
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itinued  education  is  that  evening  schools 
1  become  less  necessary  as  an  educational 
trument. 

3n  the  vexed  question  of  the  School  Certi- 
ite,  the  report  is  inclined  to  agree  with  the 
w  expressed  in  the  Norwood  Report  that  this 
imination  has  an  injurious  effect  on  the 
•riculum  and  on  teaching  methods.  The 
mmittee,  however,  is  not  yet  fully  convinced 
it  the  suggested  alternative  of  a  headmaster's 
)ort  and  an  internal  examination  will  prove 
squate.  It  is  felt  that  in  the  search  for  a 
isible  substitute  for  the  School  Certificate  it 
ght  be  well  for  educationists  and  industrialists 
study  the  work  done  in  the  Services  and  to 
ne  extent  in  industry  in  the  elaboration  of 
7chological  and  similar  tests  of  aptitude  and 
ility.  Proposals  in  the  White  Paper  for 
iking  access  to  the  universities  easier  are 
;lcomed,  though  the  number  of  students  in  the 
iversities  should  be  adjusted  to  the  volume 
suitable  openings  in  industry  and  elsewhere. 

dustry's  Contribution 

Industrial  firms  are  urged  to  co-operate  with 
^al  authorities  in  carrying  out  the  obligations 
iced  upon  them  by  the  Education  Bill  and 
th  organisations'  fostering  recreational  ac- 
dties.  Much  closer  contact  should  be  estab- 
hed  with  local  education  authorities  and  with 
:al  schools,  and  opportunities  provided  for 
;its  to  factories,  thus  giving  young  people  at 
hool  a  fuller  appreciation  of  openings  in  local 
dustry.  It  is  recommended  that  industry 
ould  closely  associate  itself  with  local  employ- 
ent  advisory  committees  and  that  secondary 
hools  might  consider  appointing  careers 
iasters  to  their  staffs. 

The  Federation  has  already  strongly  sup- 
!)rted  the  view  that  teachers  in  technical 
ihools  and  colleges  should  possess  up-to-date 
idustrial  experience,  and  the  report  recom- 
mends that  industry,  through  its  appropriate 
jade  associations  or  local  groups  of  firms, 

N.P.U.  CHAIRMAN  ON 

WELL- ATTENDED  meeting  of  the  West 
^ent  Branch  of  the  Pharmaceutical  Society, 
eld  at  Beckenham  on  June  5,  heard  an 
idress  by  Alderman  W.  J.  Tristram, 
.P.  (chairman,  National  Pharmaceutical 
fnion  and  a  member  of  the  Council  of  the 
harmaceutical  Society),  on  "The  Govern- 
lent's  White  Paper  on  the  Health  Services." 
he  Branch  president  (Mr.  W.  T.  Stoyle), 
^ho  was  in  the  chair,  introduced  Mr.  Tris- 
ram,  who  dealt  with  his  subject  under 
Dur  headings,  namely :  Organisation  of  the 
harmaceutical  service  ;  service  in  the  indi- 
idual  pharmacy;  development  of  the 
ealth  centre ;  and  remuneration.  He  em- 
hasised  that  planning  for  the  future  had 
ot  been  overlooked  by  either  the  Society 
r  N.P.U. ,  and  referred  to  a  deputation 
/hich  had  visited  the  Minister  of  Health 


should  look  favourably  on  any  suggestion  for  the 
release  of  some  of  its  own  employees  for  part- 
time  or  full-time  teaching.  Teachers  at  technical 
schools  and  colleges  should  also  be  given 
opportunities  to  obtain  a  first-hand  view  of 
industrial  techniques.  Some  form  of  vocational 
training  is  necessary  for  those  employees  not 
covered  by  apprenticeship  schemes.  This  should 
be  worked  out  in  close  co-operation  with  the 
educational  authorities  so  as  to  make  the  most 
effective  use  of  existing  facilities  in  commercial 
and  technical  colleges,  etc. 

Many  works  schools  have  proved  a  most 
successful  experiment,  and  more  firms  should 
consider  establishing  schools,  in  the  curriculum 
of  which  not  only  vocational  training  but  much 
of  general  educational  value  should  find  a  place. 
Smaller  firms  engaged  in  similar  or  related 
trades  in  any  particular  locality  might  do  much 
along  these  lines  by  co-operation.  Industry 
has  a  great  responsibility  in  the  education  and 
training  of  the  young  inside  and  outside  the 
works,  and  on  this  point  the  Federation  notes 
with  approval  the  increasing  tendency  of  firms 
to  appoint  education  officers. 

Adult  Education 

The  Report  makes  the  following  suggestions 
for  systematic  training  to  supplement  the 
individual's  works  experience :  Group  discus- 
sions and  conferences.  Special  discussions  on 
difficulties  met  with,  developments  in  business 
administration,  production  technique,  works 
management,  sales  development  and  marketing. 
Members  of  the  staff  should  be  encouraged  to 
make  the  most  of  facilities  in  technical  colleges 
and  professional  institutes,  and  advantage 
would  be  gained  if  promising  younger  members 
of  executive  and  administrative  staffs  of  various 
classes  of  industrial,  commercial  and  even  of 
governmental  organisations  could  meet  together 
for  short  periods,  preferably  on  a  residential 
basis,  to  exchange  experiences  and  ideas  on 
common  problems. 

PHARMACY'S  PLANS 

on  August  26,  1943,  when  it  had  been  made 
clear  that  pharmacy  could  offer,  subject  to 
certain  safeguards,  such  a  pharmaceutical 
service  as  would  make  it  unnecessary  to 
have  recourse  at  any  time  to  a  nationally- 
owned  pharmaceutical  service. 

Pharmacy's  Own  Planning  Organisation 

The  attention  of  those  present  was  drawn 
to  a  diagram  of  the  proposed  pharmaceutical 
organisation  that  had  been  prepared  by  the 
Joint  Pharmaceutical  Committee  (of  the 
Society  and  N.P.U.)  published  recently  in 
the  trade  Press.  The  diagram  illustrated 
the  machinery  of  administration  which  the 
White  Paper  envisaged,  and  the  Joint  Com- 
mittee had  linked  with  that  machinery  its 
proposals  regarding  the  organisation  of  a 
new  pharmaceutical  service.    It  was  sug- 
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j^ested  that  pharmacy  should  have  its  own 
advisory  and  planning  organisation,  and 
that  only  by  the  setting-up  of  such  an 
organisation  could  an  efficient  pharma- 
ceutical service  be  secured.  The  Central 
Pharmacy  Board  set  out  on  the  diagram 
would  be  composed  mainly  of  pharmacists, 
possibly  with  Government  representatives. 
It  would  be  responsible  to  the  Minister, 
and  would  safeguard  the  rights  of  those  at 
present  providing  a  pharmaceutical  service 
by  controlling  new  entrants  into  the  service. 
Its  duties  would  include  advising  the 
Minister  on  progress  and  developments  ; 
responsibility  for  efficient  service ;  advis- 
ing on  terms ;  acting  as  employer  of  phar- 
maceutical participants  in  the  service  ;  and 
determining,  subject  to  appeal  to  the  Min- 
ister, the  conditions  for  the  addition  or 
deletion  of  pharmaceutical  units  in  the 
service. 

On  a  level  with  the  local  health  service 
council  nothing  was  suggested  in  the  White 
Paper  itself,  but  the  Joint  Pharmaceutical 
Committee  suggested  the  appointment  of 
an  Area  Pharmacy  Board  which  would  also 
act  as  an  advisory  body  to  the  Joint  Health 
Authority.  It  was  envisaged  as  a  body  that 
would  be  responsible  for  all  pharmaceutical 
matters  in  the  area  under  its  control,  and 
deal  with  complaints  by  and  against  phar- 
macists engaged  either  in  private  practice 
or  in  hospital.  The  Joint  Pharmaceutical 
Committee  further  proposed  the  establish- 
ment of  local  pharrnacy  boards,  whose  duties 
would  correspond  broadly  to  the  present 
duties  of  existing  Pharmaceutical  Com- 
mittees. On  pharmaceutical  matters  the.se 
local  pharmacy  boards  would  act  as  local 
advisory  bodies  to  county  or  borough 
councils.  Finally,  the  Joint  Pharmaceutical 
Committee  suggested  pharmaceutical  ser- 
vice committees  to  perform  duties  similar 
to  those  now  undertaken  by  pharmaceutical 
service  subcommittees.  Recommendations 
by  these  committees  would  probably  go 
straight  to  the  Central  Pharmacy  Board. 

Administrative  Work  to  be  Done 

Mr.  Tristram  said  that  from  this  outline 
it  was  obvious  that  there  was  a  great  deal 
of  committee  and  administrative  work  to  be 
undertaken.  A  demand  should  be  made 
that  dispensing  be  entirely  separated  from 
prescribing.  The  Central  Pharmacy  Board 
must  claim  control  over  dispensing  done  in 
all  hospitals  and  institutions.  A  claim 
should  be  put  forward  that  public-service 
prescriptions  should  be  given  to  the  out- 
patients of  hospitals,  who  should  be  free  to 
have  them  dispensed  outside  the  hospital 


if  they  so  desire.  Pharmacy  should  cIj 
the  whole  of  the  pharmaceutical  ser 
wherever  it  was  done,  and  offer  a  5 
that  should  be  complete  in  all  respecti 
Pharmacists  in  practice  should  be  the  sourc 
of  supply  for  all  the  requirements  of  infant 
welfare  clinics,  and  it  should  be  permissibl 
for  doctors  within  the  service  to  orde 
dietetic  and  vitamin  products,  where  neces 
sary.  Provision  of  all  surgical  appliance 
should  be  through  pharmacists,  and  thos 
in  private  practice  should  be  entitled  t( 
supply  all  scheduled  appliances. 

Facilities  at  Health  Centres 

With  regard  to  Health  Centres,  there  wa 
not  much  information  to  be  obtained  fron 
the  White  Paper.  It  might  be  a  natura 
development  that  dispensaries  should  b< 
attached  to  them,  but  probably  the  polio; 
would  be  one  upon  which  chemists  in  busi 
ness  would  differ  from  public  pharmacists 
It  was  obvious,  from  resolutions  which  hac 
already  been  subniitted  to  both  the  Phar 
maceutical  Society  and  the  National  Phar 
maceutical  Union,  that  chemists  in  busines! 
did  not  approve  of  dispensaries  in  healtlj 
centres.  Proposals  regarding  remuneratioij 
for  pharmaceutical  services  had  not  yet  beeil 
considered  seriously  at  any  'meetings  of  thfi 
Council  of  the  Pharmaceutical  Societ3^  o: 
the  Executive  of  the  N.P.U.,  or  of  the  Join 
Pharmaceutical  Committee.  This  was  nd 
reason  why  pharmacists  should  not  discus^ 
the  question  between  themselves.  For  th^ 
past  thirty  years  the  Government  had  driven 
a  hard  bargain  with  chemists,  and  had 
obtained  a  first-class  service  "  on  the  cheap.' 
It  must  be  remembered  that  the  proposed 
new  health  service  was  not  offering  any  new 
business  to  pharmacists,  but  giving  -a 
national  dispensing  service  in  place  ot 
private  dispensing ;  it  would  have  to-  be 
paid  for  on  an  adequate  basis. 

At  the  close  of  the  address  many  ques 
tions  were  asked,  and  a  lively  discussion 
followed.

orrespondence 

The  Council  received  resolutions  from  the 
lastings  and  St.  Leonards  Branch  on  the 
roposal  to  set  up  a  Central  Pharmacy 
>oard,  and  making  suggestions  for  added 
^presentation  on  the  Joint  Committee  on 
ational  Pharmaceutical  Service,  and  from 
le  Leeds  Branch  declaring  the  need  for  a 
Dmprehensive  report  on  the  constitution- 
f  the  Society  for  consideration  hy  branches. 


It  was  decided  to  inform  the  Leeds  Branch 
that  any  consideration  of  changes  in  the 
Society's  constitution  should  await  the 
expected  development  in  the  Health 
Services.  The  British  Pharmaceutical  Stu- 
dents' Association  forwarded  resolutions 
concerning  the  education  and  examination 
of  pharmacy  students ;  it  was  agreed  that  the 
letter  should  be  suitably  acknowledged.  A 
resolution  from  Bournemouth  Branch  recom- 
mending adoption  of  the  Australian  system 
of  remuneration  as  a  basis  of  negotiations 
for  payment  under  a  national  pharniaceuti- 
cal  service  was  referred  to  the  Joint  Com- 
mittee on  National  Pharmaceutical  Service. 
It  was  agreed  to  send  a  suitable  reply  to 
a  second  recommendation  from  the  Branch 
urging  that  the  question  of  territorial 
representation  as  a  method  of  electing  the 
Council  of  the  Society  should  be  re- 
examined. The  Middlesex  Pharmaceutical 
Committee  forwarded  resolutions  on  the 
representation  of  all  branches  of  pharmacy 
in  negotiations  with  the  Government,  and 
urging  the  necessity  for  remuneration  for 
dispensing  to  be  on  a  sound  basis.  The 
resolutions  were  referred  to  the  Joint 
Committee,  as  were  resolutions  from  the 
Socialist  Medical  Association  (pharmaceu- 
tical group),  welcoming  the  White  Paper, 
and  expressing  the  view  that  it  would  be 
in  the  public  interest  to  provide  pharma- 
ceutical departments  in  health  centres  ;

Clamours  for  Information  " 

Sir, — Your  editorial  article  (p.  599)  is 
pertinent.  My  own  voice  was  raised 
concerning  lack  of  information  available 
to  members  in  the  pharmaceutical  Press  for 
two  main  reasons:  (i)  I  was  voicing-  the 
opinion  freely  expressed  by  members,  and 
the  discussion  has  usually  ended  on  this 
note,  "Who  is  responsible,  the  paid  officials 
or  the  Councillors  ?  "  (2)  Suppression  causes 
apathy  and  suspicion.  Members,  as  com- 
pulsory subscribers,  are  entitled  to  inform- 
ation through  the  appropriate  channels. 
Reports  of  parliamentary  debates  are 
available  to  any  member  of  the  electorate 
through  "Hansard,"  so  it  is  incumbent  on 
the  powers  that  be  in  pharmacy  to  let 
members  know  the  why  and  wherefore 
whenever  possible.  Certainly  I  have  not 
clamoured  in  the  interests  of  proprietary 
manufacturers;  whether  "C.F."  or 
"P.A.G.B.,"  but  I  realise,  as  a  retail 
pharmacist,  that,  in  general,  proprietaries 
have  been  and  are  subsidising  National 
Health  Insurance  dispensing,  contributing 
largely  to  overheads,  and  paying  ,  part  of 
our  retention  fee.  A  personal  experience  of 
this  "hush-hush"  policy  might  help. 
I  opened  up  negotiations  with  the  Society 
(which  has  the  power  of  appointing  repre- 
sentatives on  the  Central  Pharmaceutical 
War  Committee),  asking  for  representation 
of  the  National  Pharmaceutical  Em- 
ployees' Union  on  that  body,  similar  to 
that  afforded  to  the  Association  of  Pharma- 
ceutical Employees  and  National  Union  of 
Distributive  and  Allied  Workers.  The 
application  was  turned  down,  and  just  a 
bald  statement  issued.  I  was  suspicious 
in  my  mind  whether  this  had  gone  before 
the  Council,  and  contacted  the  deputy 
secretary,  asking  to  see  the  minutes  of  the 
Council  meeting  dealing  with  the  matter. 
I  was  told  I  had  not  the  right  as  a  member 
to  demand  it.  The  only  course  left  to  me 
was  to  approach  the  Ministry  of  Health. 
This  I  did,  only  to  have  my  application 
referred  back  to  the  Society.
